Something, tt will be seen, has been already done, and through the in- 
strumentality of a single individual ; and if Christians more general- 
ly harmonized on this subject, and manifested more of the zeal and 
enterprise of this benevolent nobleman, we should, with the bless- 
ing of God, soon see greater things than these. The believer in Old 
Testament prophecy did not, indeed,,want this proof, that Jew and 
Gentile can be associated together in one fold, under one shepherd. 
Infidels alone deny this. Yet it must encourage his heart, and strength- 
en his hands in his efforts to graft the branch which has been broken 
off into the olive tree. Such things partially realize the visions of 
the seers, and cherish the joyful anticipation of that day, when the 
Jews shall be brought in with the fulness of the Gentile nations.—Ep. 


Diisselthal, April 11, 1823. 
DEARLY BELOVED FRIEND, 


My thoughts and my heart have often been with you. I have 
almost incessantly accompanied you with my prayers Your letters 
have exceedingly comforted my heart, and have given to my gloomy life 
of faith, hours of sunshine, and oftentimes new courage, in the great 
field of labours. Daily | intended to write to you, frequently [ 


commenced a letter, but, continually interrupted, it remained un- 
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finished. [ desired to give you all the details of our proceedings 
here, but was prevented until now, by the great pressure of my 
business in the concerns of the establishment. [| cannot tell you 
how many difficulties the work at Diisselthal had to encounter be- 
fore it became, in some degree, according to my wishes. | took 
possession of Diisselthal in the month of April last, without having 
a single individual in whom [ could confide ; but I struggled through, 
in the sure and joyful confidence that the Lord would not forsake me. 
In the day time all the external concerns of the asylum laid upon 
me, and in the evening and night I answered the most necessary let- 
ters, until | sonk down through fatigue. Yes, my dear friend, | can- 
not tell you how difficult it was for me to endure in these troubles ; 
and besides all this, | had many afflictions and persecutions, and that 
from Christians. In this situation [| indeed wanted spirit and inclina- 
tion to write to you. For joyful news [ could not give; and thus 
I waited in hope of better times. These are now appearing as a 
reward and triumph of faith, which you will see from the statement 
and view of our establishment, which I have annexed to my letter, 
for the information of your society. 

All the Jewish youth I have here are in the right way not only to 
become real christians, but also active mechanics. Besides them, 
there are here three Jewish girls. One young man more has just 
come, and many others are on their way hither. Mr. Simon, from 
Arolseh, a licensed preacher, who is living with me, was also a Jew, 
but was baptized when young. He is a humble devoted disciple of 
Jesus, and a faithful witness and teacher of the truth to the Jews 
under my care. 

Your letters and communications I have duly received, and I fer- 
vently thank the Lord that he has heard my prayers, been with you, 
and given you wisdom and grace when you were in need of them. 
May he be still with you and bless you, according to the riches of 
his goodness. To excite an interest for the cause of the Jews in 
Germany also, | publish your communications by extracts. I have 
also issued addresses to all benevolent associations in Germany, for 
co-operation in our work at Diusselthal. We are already pretty 
numerous here. About eighty christian children, of both sexes, 
among whom the grace of God is richly displayed, live happy and 
contented in our asylum. With the Jews of the institution, we are 
something like 120 persons, to whom the hand of the Lord gives, 
out of free grace, daily bread, and to whom, Oh admire his mercy ! 
to whom unto this time no good thing has been wanting. True, I live 
here entirely separated from my parents and family, but amidst such 
immensely great labours that | have no time, either to mourn my 
separation or to feel my desolated situation. 

If the establishing of a Jewish settlement in America goes on so 
favourably as a beginning has been made, I shall continue in my en- 
deavours of preparing settlers for that station; omit the erection 
of houses for individual Jewish colonists around this place, but teach 
them the art of cultivation, and enlarge the workshops, and prepare 
useful mechanics, 1 expect daily, brother Marc from Frankfort, to 
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preside over an institution established not long since at Stockamp, a 
little estate of mine in this vicinity ; the object of which is to educate 
such of the Jewish converts as have talents, for the gospel ministry, 
for teachers of schools, and for missionary Jabours. Mr. Simon, 
who came here with his good lady in May last, from Rotterdam, 
has been living at Stockamp since that time. He is now gone 
to see his old father, the Rabbi at Sloppa, in Poland, and to preach 
the gospel to him ; and he intends to embark for America next year, 
together with twelve young Jews. All my friends desire to be affec- 
tionately remembered to you. They have not forgotten you in 
their prayers before the throne of grace. Let this encourage you 
in your labours for the good of your brethren, according to the flesh. 
Yes, my dear friend, let us continue to labour while it is day, look- 
ing to heaven for a divine blessing upon our small endeavours to 
meliorate the condition of the ancient covenant people. 

Farewell, my dear friend and brother. Jesus be with you, and 
bless you richly. Remember me most cordially to brother Frey, 
and give my best respects to all the members of the board. In the 
arms of love | embrace you as my brother in the Lord.

A BRIEF ACCOUNT OF THE COLONY INSTITUTION AT DUSSELTHAL. 


For many years it has appeared to me a matter of great impor- 
tance, and has been a real concern of my heart, to effect a meliora- 
tion in the moral condition of the Jews, by more salutary means 
than have hitherto been adopted. For this purpose, I desired to 
establish a colony of converted Jews, entirely separated from the 
mass of Christians. I very soon however saw, that the Jews, in such 
a manner insulated, would, although renewed in spirit, yet remain 
Jews in habits and customs, and most likely stand solitary in the 
midst of Christendom. I therefore resolved on a plan, to unite the 
Jewish proselytes with an Institution I had already on hand, and 
whose object is, to receive poor youth of deceased, or of criminal 
and disorderly parents, and give them an education that will pre- 
serve them from mendicity, or following the bad examples of their 
wicked parents. 

In the prosecution of this plan, I bought the estate Diisselthal, 
formerly constituting a Roman Catholic convént, near Dusseldorf, 
on the river Rhine, with the intention of locating there the asylum 
for the poor forsaken youth, and of appropriating a part of the build- 
ings, and all the lands belonging to, and laying without the walls of 
Dasselthal, to a colony for the Jewish proselytes, in such a manner 
that a house be built for, and a few acres of land assigned to each 
colonist :—and that within the walls all possible kinds of trades be 
established, and carried on for the benefit of the general institution ; 
and in which the Jewish proselytes in common with the youth of 
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the other asylum should receive instruction. An elementary school, 
in which the common branches of education be taught, and Jewish 
as well as Christian children received, should afford also to the il- 
literate convert, an opportunity of improving himself in neglected 
sciences—a Chapel erected at the expense of both institutions, and 
a minister of the Gospel supported by both, should serve for their 
edification and religious instruction. The whole establishment 
should have a Treasurer, and he be obliged to keep special account 
ef each branch, and conscientiously expend the money received, 
only for the object for which it has been given. Into the general 
Treasury of the united Institutions, the proselytes, as well as the 
youth of the other asylum, pay their fixed price for board and tui- 
tion, either by themselves, or from the treasury of their respective 
Institutions. It will be left to the choice of the convert, after hav- 
ing finished his apprenticeship, to remove into a distant part of the 
world, or to settle as a colonist on the lands of Dusselthal, and 
pursue his trade or husbandry. To carry all this into execution, 
we have, until this time, been incessantly at work, and with the 
small means that were at our command, done incredibly much. 

What in a very short period has already been accomplished, may 
here be mentioned. We must not, however, expect very consi- 
derable results ; for how could we reasonably expect this, since the 
work only began lately. To raise our edifice we needed first a 
foundation, and then building materials ; with patience we must now 
await the products. A germ that has just begun to shoot, can not 
be expected to be at once matured ; a developement must first take 
place. Would you have a glorious work brought about ? Its single 
elements must be prepared, and then by means of these, the gradual 
progress of the whole becomes possible. Such was the case with 
the greatest and most glorious work, the spreading of Christianity; 
wherefore our Lord compares it to a mustard seed. And so it is 
with our small work here. It has only taken a beginning ; for it 
is not yet a year since Dusselthal became the Lord’s property; 
that is, a property wholly and exclusively dedicated to his service, 
and the advancement of the kingdom of his Christ. These are only 
the first elements for building up a little Zion here ; but if we con- 
tinue to labour in faith, and grow not weary of our work, we shall 
see its walls raised, its watchmen placed over it ; and by the gra- 
cious aid of the divine Spirit, a people of the Lord gathered into it 
from among the descendants of faiihful Abraham. 

Dusselthal presents one of the most suitable localities for such an 
undertaking. Besides the main point, the spiritual pasture which 
an increasing flock of Jewish disciples of our Saviour will find here, 
by the institution for forsaken youth, they will want no external 
benefits necessary for such a colony. A large two story house 
with wings, to which, if circumstances require it, an addition can 
easily be made, enables us to afford shelter to a number of persons 
immediately. Should colonists come, we shall proceed to erect little 
houses for them; and likewise enlarge our factories and workshops 
it many should come desirous of learning a trade. We would also 
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keep the object in view, to open a refuge to the poor Jews who 
are desious of embracing Christianity ; to assign them a place, where 
provision is made for, and they could uninterruptedly seek after, 
the real salvation of their souls ; and where, at the same time, they 
could improve themselves for becoming useful members of society, 
and be secured against necessity and want. Children and adult per- 
sons can here find reception, as the accompanying circulars show, 
which | have distribu'ed throughout Germany. They have here 
liberty and space to settle and support themselves by trade or hus- 
bandry. Care will be taken especially to give to the Jewish youth 
as coinplete instruction as possible, in practical Christianity. For 
this purpose, an able minister of the Gospel, whose heart is enflam- 
ed with love for the salvation of the Jews, shall be employed as 
soon as we are able to make out a call for him. For although we 
have found the man qualified for that office, we have not yet found 
the means for his support. For the present, the more immediate 
spiritual superintendance of the converts is entrusted to the care of 
Mr. Simon, a young divine of eminent piety and zeal, from Arolsen, 
in the province of Waldeck. The reason of there being as yet so 
few Jews camparatively, within our walls, may well be ascribed 
principally, to our want of having an able clergyman stationed here, 
and without him we could neither receive our converts by baptism 
into the church, nor give regular instruction to those seeking after 
truth. When our Institution shall be supplied with a faithful pastor, 
the proselytes will have every possible opportunity, both of hearing 
the whole counsel of the God of their fathers, and of acquiring those 
sciences which are useful and necessary in common life. As to the 
latter, we introduce various professions and trades into our esta- 
blishment, and communicate the knowledge of them to our pupils, 
according to their different talents and abilities. 

I would give here a true statement of what we have already done 
towards the advancement of this object. An extensive farm belongs 
to Dusselthal, on which agriculture, the breeding of cattle, and the 
whole business of farming, are cultivated on as large a scale as pos- 
sible. This enables us to give to the proselyte, who has relish for 
it, the best practical instructions, and the fairest opportunities of ac- 
quiring this branch of active industry, which, as a colonist, whether 
it be his intention to settle here or in the contemplated colony in 
North America, or any where else, is indispensably necessary for 
him ; by which, also, he can easily find a support in our country, 
and which will always be of great value to him, even if, in the pro- 
vidence of God, he should hereafter be destined to follow another 
occupation, Connected with this branch is the finer art of garden- 
ing, to the acquirement of which various opportunities are afforded 
to the pupil by a large garden, kept in the best state of cultivation. 
A fourtold mill work, driven by the Dussel stream, presents a fair 
opportunity to a young man wishing to make himself master of this 
art. No less does a large brewery and malt-house to a person de- 
sirous of becoming acquainted with this business. The baking 
establishment also takes apprentices, as do the tailor, shoemaker, and 
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saddler shops. Joinery and turnery are practised, and the youth 
instructed in the making of them. A waggon-maker’s shop and a 
smithery have been established, and are ready to receive appren- 
tices. A glazier and a varnisher will also take some youth in their 
business. Cotton and silk weaving we are about to introduce. To 
render assistance to those whom a weak constitution of body should 
deny the acquirement and practice of one of the above trades, we 
have introduced wool-spinning, the fabrication of paste-board articles, 
of balls, of hair and wire chains ; and finally, a school in which maps 
and copperplate prints are coloured. This affords to the ingenious, 
who by delicate health are unfit for harder labour, an easy and plea- 
sant employment, which promises a sufficient profit for the neces- 
saries of life. Those who display extraordinary talents and abilities 
can be trained up in our institution for school-masters. Nevertheless, 
they must acquire a trade besides, in order to have more sure means 
of procuring their living. It is not our object and design to educate 
the young Jewish converts for missionaries. The missionary life, 
unassuming and most self-denying as it is, appears to the youth in a 
different aspect, and they often cherish only a desire to traverse the 
world, and have their names in the public prints, while anxious to 
be educated for a missionary. But we would give them a general 
education, and train them up to an active and industrious life, teach- 
ing them a trade, by which they may earn their own bread ; and if 
in riper age they are called by the grace of God to a spiritual of- 
fice, and they be willing to exchange comfort and ease for the toils 
and labours of a missionary, then indeed they will prove by action 
what they feel within their hearts. 

This is in a short compass, what by the grace of our Lord has 
been brought about in less than a year’s time. Innumerable diff- 
culties and oppositions have, by the aid of our blessed Saviour, al- 
ready been overcome in faith ; it only requires continuing to labour 
with faith and patience, and the work will undoubtedly prosper. 

As I said before, the results of our first labours must not be ex- 
pected to be considerable. Something, however, has already been 
done for the salvation of immortal souls, which, to the praise of Al- 
mighty God,! would mention here briefly. A Jewish orphan boy, from 
Hamburg, found wandering about, begging alms, was received, and 
hopefully gained over tothe truth. He has talents, and we willingly 
concur in his wishes of becoming a schoolmaster, and give him an 
education accordingly. Another boy, who loved the Lord Jesus, 
and was added to a Christian church in the vicinity of Frankfort, was 
sent here for instruction, of which he stood much in need. He re- 
ceived such, and followeth the occupation of a barber. A man of 
about thirty years, from France, who was formerly a Jewish teacher, 
was brought from darkness into the gospel light, and received by a 
public profession of his faith into a Christian church in Frankfurth. 
He is attending here a course of instruction, preparatory to the 
office of Christian teacher. A youth from Denmark, whom we found 
in a very sad condition, in the highway to misery, we received as 
an enemy to Christianity, but he became soon a warm friend to it. 
He at first engaged in joinery, but we have sifce thought it best to 
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give him as an apprentice toasilk weaver. A Jewish teacher from 
Hesse, quite an elderly man, who in the eleventh hour tasted that 
the Lord was gracious, found a refuge here, and is engaged in tran- 
scribing. A youth from the vicinity of the Rhine, lately baptized, 
who formerly followed mercantile business, is devoting himself to 
gardening. An elderly man from Hanau, converted to the Christian 
faith, sought for a refuge, and found it here ; he is employed in do- 
mestic occupations. A youth from Cassel, lately baptized, pursues 
the saddlers trade. A young boy from Amsterdam, was recommended 
to us by government, his parents being under their care in the 
house of correction. A young man from Warsaw, formerly a Jewish 
teacher, became converted, and served the missionary Hoff as an 
interpreter. Mr. Hoff sent him to as to be taught a trade, and the 
young man chose the tailor’s trade. 

From the above communication we may perceive how far, by the 
grace of God, the work has advanced, and that it is in a progressing 
condition. 

O let us all, who know and love the Lord, advance with all the means 
and power with which we are favoured, the further unfolding and 
extension of his kingdom, in hope, in durable activeness, and in con- 
fidence of Him who will be with us all the days until the end of the 
world, and who looks with blessing upon all works undertaken in 
filial contidence. O that we may never get weary, but combat manly for 
the standard of Christ, for the salvation of Israel]. ‘ That we also es- 
teem no sacrifice too great to bring to Him, who did not esteem his 
life too dear to give as a ransom for our sins. 

O that we were one in love, and active faith, and the Jews could 
bear testimony that we are real disciples of Christ.

heurken then to the entreaty, and seek peace and rest for your im- 
mortal souls by Jesus, who is the true Messiah, blessed ior ever.

Address delivered at the Anniversary of the Jamaica Auxiliary So- 
ciety, June 26, 1825. By Mr. J. T. Bergen. 


Mr. Cuairman, 
In rising to second this motion, I feel a reverential diffidence, 
which arises from the sacred character of the subject, as well as 
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from my youth and inexperience ; but relying upon the merit of the 
cause, which needs not the feeble aid of human eloquence, I res- 
pectfully offer a few indigested ideas, confining myself principally 
to the manifestations of God’s predilection for the Jews, and inciden- 
tally noticing their persecution and restoration. 

We live in a period in which the moral world discloses the fea- 
tures of some mighty revolution ; in which causes, whose inception 
was beheld with indifference, are now producing events which 
change the aspect of nations, and have a pre-eminent influence upon 
their destinies. Philanthropy, which hitherto was exerted ina nar- 
row, individual sphere, has now combined the energies of the be- 
nevolent. And the statesman, the divine, the husbandman, the pow- 
erful and the opulent, the great and the humble, are all associaied in 
the same exalted enterprise. We see the horizon of Paganism faint- 
ly illuminated by the rising missionary sun—we see the altars of 
Baal and Moloch crumbling in the presence of the Cross, and their 
accursed sacrifices supplanted by the spiritual offerings of the Gos- 
pel of Peace. Christendom has been labouring to clear the mental 
vision of the benighted Gentiles, to enkindle the latent spark of in- 
telligence ; to make them appreciate the dignity of human nature, 
and toimpress them with a solemn conviction of immortality : while 
in the very beart of civilization, a people to whom the Christian is 
indebted for the fountain of his hopes, have been the objects of ne- 
glect ard contumely ; who, possessing the Sacred Testament of the 
Covenant, peruse it with the veil of infatuated prejudice over their 
hearts ; whose devotion is tainted with the ceremonies of an impious 
tradition ; and who, insulted, trampled upon, and despised by the 
professed followers of a merciful Saviour, recoil from the religion 
of Jesus, as from a loathsome reptile. 

This desolate nation, once the favoured of Heaven, is combined 
in eur remembrance with the most stupendous events that illustrate 
the history of the world. To one of their race the Eternal Father 
condescended to impart the sublime account of the creation ; to elu- 
cidate the moral perfection of man ; to reveal his apostacy from his 
primitive rectitude ; and to vindicate the curse pronounced upon his 
posterity. ‘To the same inspired Hebrew shepherd were displayed 
the awful glories of Divinity—-whose countenance, when he descend- 
ed from his communion with the great Supreme, shone like the sun 
in the strength of his brightness. The sea rolled back its turbulent 
waves at the approach of Jehovah’s chosen seed, and Israel passed 
through the ** bed of its billows’? safe and undismayed. In the ar- 
dour of conquest, a Jewish Chieftain, raising his eyes to heaven, ex- 
claimed in a tone of majestic confidence, ‘* Sun, stand thou still upon 
Gibeon; and thou, Moon, in the valley of Ajalon,” and they 
obeyed him. These indications of Divine condescension and pre- 
ference, will ever throw a shade of venerable grandeur around the 
memory of the Jews, and induce the disciple of Christ to abstain 
from treating them with levity and derision. 

How affectionate and beautiful are the expostulations of Jehovah 
with his people! The aged prophet Moses, before he ascended the 
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summit of Pisgah, thus tenderly describes the solicitude of the me 
for Israel his beloved. ‘* For the Lord’s portion is his people : Ja- 
cob is the lot of his inheritance. He found him ina desert land ; and in 
the waste, howling wilderness. He led him about; he instructed 
him ; he kept him as the apple of his eye. As an eagle stirreth up 
her cest, fluttereth over ber young, taketh them, beareth them 
on her wings, 80 the Lord alone did lead him, and there was no strange 
god with him.”” Inthe same prophetic song, after having predicted 
their dereliction of the covenant of obedience, he thus portrays the 
immutable love of God for Israel, in triamphantly announcing the 
punishment of his enemies in the fulness of time: ** Rejoice, O ye 
nations, with his people: for he will avenge the blood of his servants, 
and will render vengeance to his adversaries, and will be merciful 
unto his land, and to his people.” Although the nations of the earth 
are the rods of the Lurd, for the chastening of his people, yet says 
the tenor of inspiration, wo to the land where Jacob is a bondman ! 
The supreme affection of the Holy One of israel for his chosen 
flock is the star of prophecv—the paramount object of divine inspi- 
ration. The evangelical Isaiah, who, in words of sacred sublimity, 
had foretold the fiery judgments of God against his retractory peo- 
ple, thus eloquently foreshows their return to his favour. ‘ In that 
time shall the present be brought unto the Lord of hosts of a people 
scattered and peeled, and from a people terrible from their beginning 
hitherto ; the remnant shall return, even the remnant of Jacob, unto 
the mighty God.’ The tearful Jeremiah, in a tone of prophetic rap- 
ture exclaims, ‘* Again | will build thee, and thou shalt be built, O 
virgin of Israel, and thou shalt again be adorned with thy tabrets, 
and thou shalt go forth in the dances of them that make merry. 
Thou shalt yet plant vines upon the mountains of Samaria ; the plant- 
ers shall plant, and shall eat them as common things.”’ 

How luminous ts the fulfilment of God’s malediction against the 
apostate seed of Abraham. ‘ Israel shall be a proverb and a by- 
word among all people.”’ Sectarian pride has covered the Jew with 
obloquy. National policy has enfettered him with the chain of dis- 
franchisement. In society he has been the devoted object of in- 
dignity—in his avocations the signal mark for persecution and rapa- 
city. The mercenary sophistry of the cabinet has often brought 
the Jew to the scaffold, and his treasures into the talons of political 
vultures. His blood has been sought for as a precious jewel; and 
his soul has resembled a bark upon a tempestuous surge. For cen- 
turies a fugitive for his life—insulated from the consolations of spi- 
ritual hope—the centre of distrust and calamny—a hissing among 
the nations—bearing the seal of public reprobation upon his fore- 
head—may we not now anticipate that the cup of his chastisement 
is almost full, that the days of his tribulation are almost numbered. 
The eyes of the children of the covenant repose with a fond inten- 
sity upon Jerusalem, in ardent expectation of the glorious day, when 
their earthly Messiah, in all the magnificence of conquest, shall be 
crowned with dominion,.and the mountains of Judea be veiled in 
the smoke of their sacrifices. A presentiment that the time of their 
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restoration is at hand seems to prevail among this scattered people. 
There is an ominous stirring in their minds, which is prelusive to 
some important era. Christians perceive in these movements the 
approaching consummation of prophecy, and feel that the time is 
fully ripe for their co-operation. To them, yea to them, is delegat- 
ed the exalted commission of revealing to the Jews their long pro- 
mised Messiah—Immanue!l—the Prince of Peace—not glittering 
with a temporal diadem, nor swaying the sceptre of earthly supre- 
macy, but discerned by the spirit, crowned with mercy, arrayed 
with purity, and reigning in the hearts of his redeemed. 

In comparison with this transcendent duty and privilege, how 
tasteless and contemptible are all the gilded honours of the world! 
how senseless its vanities! how imbecile the sarcasms of the infidel 
and the ridicule of the profligate. The shafts of the censorious fall 
innoxious, when the shield of Omnipotence protects his own designs. 
Let us despise the malignant satire of the unfeeling sceptic, and ex- 
tend the hand of fellowship to oppressed Israel. Let us with open 
arms receive the sons of Jacob, emancipated from the bonds of ig- 
nominious servility. Let us meet their prejudices with brotherly 
conciliation. Let us show them that the religion of Christ is meek, 
amiable and benevolent—let us prove by our devotedness and per- 
severance that we heartily sympathize with their affliction, and we 
may confidently hope that the wings of Divine complacency will 
evershfdow our labours.

FIFTEENTH REPORT OF THE LONDON SOCIETY. 


(Continued from page 144.) 


To the existence of such supposed secret believers among the Con- 
tinental Jews, former Reports of your Committee have borne repeat- 
ed testimony—and though it cannot be denied, that on a prima fa- 
cie view of the question, a presumption lies against the sencerity of 
such dissembled convictions, it ought not to be forgotten, that pre- 
sumption is not proof, aud that the representations of men of piety 
and judgment, living in the midst of these Israelites, conversing with 
them, and showing their conduct, ought not lightly, and upon mere 
general grounds, to be rejected. Much caution, doubtless, is to be ob- 
served, in admitting the existence of an alleged faith in Christ, when 
that faith shrinks from an open avowal ; and from what is known of 
the character of many unconverted Jews, a reasonable jealousy may 
be entertained of the operation of sinister views in such cases. Let 
not, however, this caution and this jealousy be pushed to an extreme, 
inconsistent with the charitable genius of the Gospel, and repugnant 
to the spirit and conduct of its Divine Author, and its first professors. 
When Vicodemus applied to our Lord for instruction, he did not turn 
him away, nor even upbraid him, because he came to him by night, 
secretly, for fear of the Jews. Nor were the Gentile churches, in the 
Nirst ages of Christianity, restrained from contributing to the relief 
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of such converts, by any fear of thereby holding out a temptation to 
insincere pretenders to conversion. 

Although, therefore, your Society cannot, as such, for many im- 
portant and well understood reasons, apply their funds for the tem- 
poral relief of persecuted converts, yet they would be far from wish- 
ing to check the benevolence of individuals. 

A Society for promoting Christianity among the Jews was formed 
early in Jast year at Detmold, in Westpbalia—and though, in conse- 
quence of the opposition and misrepresentations of certain individu- 
als, it was not allowed long to subsist as an independent Institution, Ba- 
ron Blomberg, one of its chief supporters, found means to preserve 
its efficiency, by uniting it, as a branch, to the Society soon after es- 
tablished at Berlin. | 

Deeply affected with a view of the spiritual wretchedness of the 
Jews around him, Baron Blomberg and his friends sent out a Jew- 
ish convert, named Petri, (recommended to them by M. Von Meier, 
of Frankfort, as a missionary among his brethren in that and the 
neighbouring provinces. Mr. Petri’s Journal will be read with in- 
terest. It confirms what has been said in reference to other parts 
of the Continent, of the readiness of the Jews to receive Christian 
instruction. He had several conversations and discussions with the 
Rabbies in various places, and with inferior Jews—received from 
both classes numerous applications for Tracts and Testaments, 
of which he distributed a considerable numbef; and’ though, as 
might be expected, occasionally opposed and reviled, was in general 
kindly and even affectionately treated by his brethren. ‘Two facts 
which he mentions are particularly deserving of notice—one, that 
he was, in different instances, encouraged by the Jews to address him- 
self particularly to the children and young people, who were left at li- 
berty by their parents (though themselves too old, as they said, to 
change their religion, ) to follow their own discretion—the other, that 
many females applied for New Testaments, ‘ bitterly lamenting the ig- 
norance in which they were held by their Rabbies.’ He mentions al- 
so, that in one place, where some bigoted Jews attempted to get hold 
of the books which he had circulated, in order to destroy them, ‘ the 
young men and females would not part, on any acconnt, with their New 
Testaments, but would read and examine themin order to know whether 
Jesus be the Messiah.’ It is a pleasing fact to mention in this con- 
nection, that the Jews themselves in the South of Germany, are now 
publishing extracts of the Old ‘Testament, expressly for the use and 
instruction of their women. In the course of his tour, Mr. P. found 
several opportunities of directing the attention of Christians to the 
measures now in operation for the conversion of the Jews, and re- 
ceived from many of them cordial assurances of their readiness to 
concur in them, At Hanover he had reason given him to hope, that 
an Auxiliary Society would speedily be established. 

Your Committee will next advert to Prussia.—It has been alrea- 
dy stated in this Report, that Messrs Wendt and Hoff departed 
since the last anniversary as Missionaries to Poland. On their way 
to their place of destination, they were detained some time at 
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Kenigsberg. where it pleased God to open for them, unexpectedly, 
a wide field of useful exertion. The following extract of a letter, 
from Mr. Hoff, gives some interesting particulars relative to their 
labours in that place :— 

‘‘ The first day after we became known, our room was almost 
always filled with Jews ; there was then a great fair at Memel, and 
Jews came from various quarters, especially from Silesia, and soli- 
cited books. ‘They willingly paid the price we asked for the New 
Testaments and the Prophets. Our books were soon disposed of, 
and we were glad to obtain more from the Rev. Mr. Eliel. As many 
wished to have German Bibles, we obtained of the Bible Society 
here twenty copies, of which we have only five left. They paid 
for the greater part of these Bibles: almost 300 Tracts, and twen- 
ty New Testaments and Prophets were soon distributed. As our 
second supply was inadequate, we sent for a chest of Books from 
Dantzic, so that we have now a tolerable supply. 

‘‘ The first eagerness being over, we had to see if any of the seed 
would shoot out; and this satisfaction the Lord soon vouchsafed to 
us. Many Jews cam? to us, and we became known to many fami- 
lies, and we saw the visible blessing which the Lord vouchsafed to 
our feeble labours. 

‘* Amongst the Israelites, to whom the word of God found ac- 
cess, a learned young man was especially attentive to it. In his first 
visit he tised all his wits to prove that Jews may be happy without 
Christianity ; to this we opposed the word of God, and God bless- 
ed his word with respect to this young man. He came to us again, 
and requested us to read the Bible with him, which we did willing- 
ly; and he now, God be praised, as a sincerely penitent sinner, 
seeks pardon throngh Him ** who was wounded for our transgres- 
sions,’ and ‘* bruised for our iniqaities.”” His name is B., and God 
has gifted bim with extraordinary talents. He speaks French, Ita- 
lian, Polish, and Russian, and he knows Hebrew very well, so that 
when we read the Bible together, he always reads the Hebrew text 
into German. He knows English a little, and Latin tolerably well. 
As he lives by teaching languages wholly, he instructs several young 
Jews, upon whom he now works with truly Christian zeal ; and, 
God be thanked! one of these youths is already brought to an ac- 
knowledgment of tie truth. Besides him there are several other 
Jews on the road to the knowledge of the truth. The Jews here 
are singularly prepared for Christianity ; we are beloved by them, 
and are already in very confidential intercourse with many of them. 
We may surely hope that our labour in the Lord will not be in 
vain.”’ 

A full confirmation of these statements, and a most satisfactory 
testimony to the proceedings of your missionaries during their stay 
in Keenigsberg, was subsequently received, in a letter from Dr. 
Weiss, professor of philosophy in that city; who communicated 
also the gratifying intelligence that, on their suggestion, an Aux- 
iliary Society for promoting Christianity among the Jews had been 
established, under the sanction of Dr. Borowsky, bishop of the 
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Evangelical Church. The directors of this new Institution pro- 
pose ‘to themselves the two-fold object of ‘ addressing the adult Is- 
raelites, and devoting their particular attention to the younger classes 
of that people.’ In reference to the former of these objects, they 
remark :—* To show to .the Jews the Redeemer of Israel, is the 
official duty of every clergyman ; but now the professors of divinity, 
and evangelical clergymen, who are members of our Society, have 
in a more special manner offered to make it their serious concern.’ 
A hope, also, is reasonably expected that, through the medium of 
the school which they propose to open tor the children, they shall 
be brought into a very intimate contact with the parents, to whom 
‘an access will thus be opened to the holy books of the New Tes- 
tament.’ They have selected as the teacher of their school, the 
young Jewish convert mentioned in Mr. Hoff’s letter, of whom 
professor Weiss says, ‘he is as willing as fit to fill that station,”’ 
adding, ‘*it is affecting to see how the Spirit of God continues his 
work in his soul, and strengthens and establishes him in humility, 
faith, and love.” 

At Berlin the cause of the Society continues to be maintained 
with energy and success ; and your Committee have reason to be- 
lieve that the Auxiliary Institution, last year reported to have been 
formed there, has been already productive of much benefit. A va- 
luable correspondent, residing in that city, thus writes : 

‘*My conviction, which | have I believe imparted to many 
here, is, that we should attempt to hasten general, rather than to 
achieve individual conversion ; individual conversion, however, as 
it were, waits upon us. I have been, since the Society has been 
established here, requested to attend four baptisms of Jews. ‘lwo 
took place to-day ; one was of good, and the other of superior pro- 
mise ; all were performed by a pious clergyman, member of our 
Committee here. 

‘* An elderly Jew, in Silesia, told a friend of mine not long since, 
that the proofs of the truth of our religion given in one of oar Tracts, 
which came into bis hands, prerced his heart; that he was too old 
to change his religion ; but that his children shall be b baptized. 

‘* A young Rabbi was baptized here lately ; | was one of the god- 
fathers, and mentioned to you the case. 1 gave him a few cards 
and tracts to distribute near Dantzic, where he is placed ina school. 
I have had a letter from him of the 20th instant, dated from L. near 
Dantzic. He first says, that he has distributed the Tracts amongst 
Jews ; and he proceeds thus: ** When the Jews at Dantzic learnt 
that I distributed Tracts, their superiour (the chief Rabbi, | sup- 
pose,) came to me and begged to have some Tracts. I conversed 
with him, and made him attentive to the Psalms and the Prophets, 
by which a Jew oughi to be convinced that Jesus, our Redeemer, 
is the Messiah. He said, that the Dantzic youth (Jewish, of course) 
would pass over certainly to Christianity, but that it would de difh- 
cult for this to happen with the old.” He then begs me to send 
him i racts and Bibles for the Jews.—Consider what it was for the 
head Rabbi to come on such an errand ; and to whom? a convert 
ed Jew,—in their eyes a renegado.” 
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Another letter from the same correspondent shows how widely 
good may be propagated among the Jews, by means of the Society’s 
publications, when entrusted to those who have their spiritual in- 
terest really at heart :— 

‘* The 100 New Testaments in Jewish German, which I lately 
received from the Society, (from the London Society’s store at Ber- 
lin,) have been demanded of me, I can say with truth, every one 
of them, with prayers and entreaties, by Jews from Poland; | have 
not one left. 

‘‘An old learned Jew, the grandfather of E. A., holding up in 
my parlour a New Testament in his hands towards heaven, exclaim- 
ed fervently, ‘Sir, you may believe me, | read this book day and 
night.’ This Jew had no official business with me whatever, and 
stands towards me in no worldly relation whatever. He at his own 
impulse travels to Grodno and Wilna, proclaims Jesus Christ open- 
ly, and distributes New Testaments and Tracts. 

‘‘ Many Jews have implored me, for God’s sake, to procure for 
them the whole Bible in their own tongue, offering me a crown, 
equal to 3s. for each copy. 

‘* | answer to you for the truth of these wonderful facts as a man 
of credit, and a public servant; and | beseech you to call the atten- 
tion of the Society to them. Twice the holy man of God, Isaiah, 
says especially, ‘ Make a path, make a path, open the way, take 
away the obstacles out of the way of my people.’ In my opinion, 
complete Bibles are now of urgent necessity for the Jews; and it 
would be well if the Society would canse Bibles to be printed speed- 
ily. I think [ alone could dispose of 500 copies, at 3s. per copy, 
besides such as should be given to poor people. ‘The missionaries 
would then find a field already prepared for the seed, and the con- 
duct of their business would be far easier, and more blessed in its 
result. 

‘‘ Mrs. R.’s sister continues to behave nobly, labouring hard for 
her bread at Lemberg, robbed of her mother’s inheritance by her 
father, who lives there, because she adheres to the faith in Christ 
Jesus.” 

Your Committee have frequently had to acknowledge, in former 
reports, the very important services rendered to the Institution by 
its valuable Vice-President, Sir G. H. Rose, British Minister at Ber- 
lin. ‘The Societies’ Missionaries have found him ready not only to 
exért himself officially to facilitate their progress, but to afford them 
at all times faithful and affectionate advice. It is, therefore, with 
great regret that the Committee learnt his intention to leave that ca- 
pital, and return to reside in England. They cannot omit this oppor- 
tunity of offering to him once more, in the name of the Society, their 
most cordial thanks for the effectual support which he has given to 
its undertakings during his residence at the Prussian seat of govern- 
ment. His place cannot easily be supplied. Your Committee, how- 
ever, have much satisfaction in informing you, that Professor Tho- 
luck, a gentleman of piety and of most extensive learning, especially 
in the oriental languages, has undertaken the office of the Society’s 
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representative in Berlin. He purposes to engage himself in the writ- 
ing of Tracts, and in the te ag of a work in German, similar to 


the Jewish Expositor. 


e will also travel, in the summer, to visit 


the Society’s missionary stations on the Continent. From his various 
labours, in connexion with this institution, your Committee anticipate, 


under the divine blessing, very extensive benefits.
